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some of the crowds who are atop buildings on balconies poised every place you can get a view of 
pennsylvania avenue to see the parade david muir is along the route david can you hear us i can hear you 
diane i i got to tell you the extraordinary temperament of this crowd here today you know the people you see 
lining up pennsylvania avenue just waiting for this inaugural parade uh in large part are a completely different 
crowd from what you saw on the mall earlier today it's hard to believe that tens of thousands of people lining 
this route have been here since before good morning america this morning before daybreak they were 
waiting in lines for the security gates to open they then quickly began lining pennsylvania avenue one thing 
i've taken note of i'm at the corner of pennsylvania avenue in 15th and they're playing music and a short time 
ago or a couple of hours now in fact when barack obama was giving a speech president obama you could 
hear a pin drop in this part of washington now the music is playing they are eagerly awaiting this parade and 
one of the songs they just played was stevie wonder signed sealed and delivered and i couldn't help but 
think when the president-elect first went by this crowd earlier this morning he was about to become the 
president when he comes back it is signed sealed and delivered and he's theirs they can't wait to see him 
here yes it's gonna be it's going to be a long trip at this point and we are still monitoring what's happening in 
the presidential luncheon as we know it is running late and we're getting some conflicting reports about 
what's going on inside the luncheon right now but we'll bring those to you as soon as we can confirm what's 
happening there we know this george we believe that what happened was during the luncheon senator 
kennedy was taken away in convulsions uh we don't have much more than that right now we're trying to get 
more from inside uh the lunch right now we're not we have not yet confirmed it but we do understand that 
there was uh 
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understand that there was uh senator kennedy had to be taken from the lunch and he of course uh as 
everybody knows i think has been battling a brain tumor and there's the picture of him earlier looking so 
vibrant with a big smile in his face and we don't that was at the inaugural ceremony earlier on we don't know 
what this means of course a corollary of the treatment as well as the tumor itself can be seizures uh of 
varying degrees of consequence and of seriousness but of course we'll let you know as soon as we hear 
anything more john carl is at the capitol our capitol hill correspondent and there are no reporters inside the 
lunch once those lights are shut down and the lunch becomes a private affair but john do you know anything 
charlie we're getting conflicting reports but we have heard that it was senator kennedy who collapsed and the 
strange thing about this charlie is just within the last half hour i talked to his son patrick had a long 
conversation with him about his father and talking about how upbeat he was feeling today and how energetic 


he was feeling and how he was looking forward to chairing the upcoming hearings on health care in the 
senate uh and how important that was to senator kennedy so again we've gotten conflicting reports there 
was an early report that senator byrd the oldest member of the senate was wheeled out but we understand 
that senator byrd may have been simply very upset by what just happened so we're trying to sort through it it 
is just on the other side of that door through that hallway there statuary hall but of course no reporters are 
actually in there right now yeah jonathan is there in the rotunda of the capitol and just through that hallway 
where he was pointing to is statuary hall and then past that the house chamber and it is in there that the 
luncheon and we don't have really a very good vantage point but boy you hope he's okay it's been a tough 
tough road for senator kennedy and as john mentioned which is very true he really is involved in health care 
reform wanted this more than anything else in the world and tom daschle who's the new hhs secretary 
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tom daschle who's the new hhs secretary and uh the new director of the management and budget this is all 
very important to them getting health care reform through and now that we have confirmation from the house 
gallery that it was senator kennedy who was taken out byrd was overcome with emotion because he is very 
close to senator kennedy and very worried about him obviously and so he has been taken from the luncheon 
as well the lights are back up inside the luncheon and maybe we'll hear something with the official remarks to 
be made here if he would come to the stand to present the inaugural photographs this is a memorable 
occasion for everyone involved as the father of six four of whom are girls i have learned that the most 
memorable occasion the wedding is never solidified until the photographs have been taken and so it is my 
great honor to present to the president and the vice president the official photograph that proves that it really 
happened thank you [Applause] those photographs were taken at the swearing's inn and they are quickly 
developed and framed processed and given to the president and vice president and there is a district of 
columbia the times ambulance [Music] vice president and dr biden the beautiful crystal bowls that are over 
on my left now lennox china is a great american china factory china and crystal and they have made these 
one-off bowls and if you have a chance to look at them they're really quite beautiful they are in lead crystal 
the bases are pure crystal and very very heavy and one is the white house and one is 
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and one is the white house and one is the capital and they are both surrounded by plum blossoms in their 
bloom and of course inscribed to both the president and vice president they were specially designed by 
timothy carter and hand cut by a master glass cutter peter o'rourke they are one of a time kind and i'd ask my 
husband and mrs obama and vice president and dr biden to join us over here along with speaker pelosi and 
the majority leader harry reid let me just underline that we're not absolutely certain yet if that ambulance is 
there for senator kennedy but it is backing up on the house side of the capitol where this luncheon is taking 
place backing up underneath the house steps there's an entrance there on the first floor of the capitol and if 
indeed as we understand that he has been taken out of the luncheon with some sort of medical problem uh 
that that probably is where the ambulance would go but again i'm not certain because we just don't know yet 
and we remember his valor in getting out of the hospital bed to go to the democratic convention there was 
concern then from his doctors but he simply will not be stopped it's surprising that senator feinstein has not 
said anything yet and it's tempting to read stress in her face but if you look at her eyes you see it of course 
senator kennedy one of the earliest and most important supporters of president obama came out and 
endorsed him very early in the campaign along with caroline kennedy and as you said diane there was 
nothing that was going to keep him from that convention podium last summer no indeed he left the 
convention and went straight to the hospital i went back into the hospital that evening but again we don't 
know we only have the report that he was taken from the luncheon because preliminary reports some sort of 
a seizure 
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he was at a table with senator kerry and others and uh president obama actually left the room when kennedy 
was taken out spent some time outside of the room then came back there is a medical facility on the first 
floor of the of the capitol which is probably where he is right now another participant in the lunch emailed me 
and said he's not sure exactly what happened because he wanted to keep a respectful distance that's what 
everybody was trying to do inside the lunch and john carl's in the rotunda of the capitol john have you 
learned anything more well just reiterating what i've just uh what george has just said that that he was taken 
out of the room and we don't know exactly uh what the situation was but he did go out with president obama 
again here and then to give you a sense of the geography we're here in the rotunda statuary hall where 
launch is taking place is right through that hallway and the doctor's office is one floor down right over right 
over in that direction so it's a very short run down to the doctor's office we don't know exactly what happened 
but he was clearly taken out and taken out rather hastily i just spoke to somebody uh very close with senator 
kennedy who saw our report on this and was calling to me uh distraught concerned about what has 
happened so still those very close to the senate are trying to figure out exactly what's going on that's all we 
know right now okay john thanks and remind everyone he's 76 he'll be 77 next month february 22nd no but 
it's a sobering part of the day um it was encouraging to see him back there and you just worry about this and 
there's a stretcher that they've got outside the limousine again we don't know if this is for senator kennedy 
but given the course of events it would seem logical and indeed john was pointing in the direction of where 
the medical office is and it would be down near that door of the capitol many a time covering the house for 
eight years as i did in and out of that door and again we know at the time of the convention of the united 
states mr president 
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of the united states mr president mrs obama so much rests on your shoulders our hopes our dreams the 
future of this country we have watched you we see the equanimity we see the dedication we see the balance 
and i think the sense of all of us in this room is that this nation is in good hands may those hands remain 
stable and steady may those hands always be well may you and your family be blessed with the love of the 
american people and may we in government be your partner in the future of this great country we salute you 
mr president senator dianne feinstein of california who is the chairperson of the joint congressional 
committee on inauguration inaugural ceremonies please everybody be seated perhaps my remarks are very 
brief first of all [Music] i know that while i was out of the room concern was expressed about teddy [Music] he 
was there when the voting rights act passed along with john lewis was a warrior for justice and so i would be 
lying to you if i if i did not say that right now a part of me is with him and i think that's true for all of us this is a 
joyous time but it's also a sobering time and my prayers are with him and his family and vicky 
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family and vicky i want to thank diane bob and the entire committee for hosting just an extraordinary 
extraordinary inauguration when you think about the complexities of putting together an event of this size and 
this scope you have to marvel at the leadership and the teamwork and the good spirits that went into it and i 
want to thank our military and our law enforcement officers of the city of washington and mayor fenty the 
devoted staff and volunteers including our wait staff here today who were putting up with me wandering 
through the tables [Applause] it's always hazardous duties serving in a room full of politicians but i thank all 
of you for just a incredible incredible event this has been a historic inauguration that's been noted before you 
see it not so much in this room although this is a gathering of some of my best friends and my family and 
people with extraordinary records of leadership in this country including our past presidents president carter 
and clinton as well as vice president quayle did i miss anybody and vice president gore right in front of me 
and vice president mondale see this is what happens when you start um but i think the the depth of the 
moment uh is expressed by the people beyond these halls millions of people who over the last three four 
days and tens of millions more over the last two years have participated 
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two years have participated in the very essence of our democracy it's not just their size but it's their intensity 
and their engagement what's happening today is not about me it is about the american people they 
understand that we have arrived at a moment of great challenge for our nation a time of peril but also 
extraordinary promise and by being here today and by participating in innumerable ways across cities and 
small towns and suburbs all across the country they are demonstrating their readiness to answer history's 
call and to step up and give back and take responsibility for serving the communist purpose of remaking our 
nation the american people have come together across races and regions and stations now we have to do 
the same now it falls to us the people's representatives to give our fullest measure of devotion to the cause 
of freedom and liberty and justice decency and dignity in our chambers should reflect uh what we know are 
in the hearts of the american people and so i'd like to all of us to rededicate ourselves to fulfilling the sacred 
charge the american people have given to us i'd like all of us to come together with a sense of purpose and 
civility and urgency it doesn't mean we're going to agree on everything and i assure you our administration 
will make mistakes but what the american people i think do expect from us now is a sense not of simply our 
trying to advance our own aims but trying to advance theirs and i'm confident we can do so thank you all for 
this great honor and i look forward to working with you in the years to come 
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in the years to come [Applause] the remarks of president obama to the congressional luncheon in statuary 
hall in the capitol but his first remarks about teddy kennedy who was taken out of the luncheon and some 
more details we understand from john carl who's in the rotunda there just outside statuary hall john charlie 
here's what we know senator kennedy was at a table with senator john kerry and his wife teresa hines cary 
and also vice president and mrs mondale and that while he was at the table he was started to have a seizure 
the seizure we are told by a republican congressman who was in the room lasted for several minutes and in 
fact as they were carrying senator kennedy out of the room down to the doctor's office one flight far he was 
still seizing he was still in the state of having a seizure we were also told as we mentioned earlier senator 
robert byrd who was the oldest member of the senate uh was in there and was apparently at least those who 
were in there believe so upset and distraught by this that he needed to be taken out as well and was taken 
out in a wheelchair so a very tense moment causing for a moment in there for a brief time in their uh chaos in 
in that launch in statuary hall but we don't know senator kennedy's condition and of course it was a seizure 
that was the first sign that he had a brain tumor let's listen to perhaps senator vice president biden may 
mention this you nancy representing the house and harry representing the senate and now i've been 
honored to join the administration of barack obama but i can tell you just think to yourselves look around at 
the table next to you look at the people you're sitting next to remind yourself remind yourself what this 
constitution is about it's three co-equal branches of the government and together there's not a single solitary 
thing we cannot achieve to all of you to my colleagues in the house and the senate to the esteemed court 
and to my new boss 
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to the esteemed court and to my new boss president barack obama my new boss we didn't mention senator 
kennedy there but obviously the great concern in that room for senator kennedy we don't know his condition 
yet but as i was saying a seizure was the first sign he had one i believe in may 12th may 20th of last year at 
the hyannis compound was taken up to boston there it was that the brain tumor was diagnosed he's been 
undergoing treatment was able to get back to the senate but this is obviously not a good turn and as you said 
came back in november back to washington to the senate specifically to work on health care he was going to 
make that his number one piece of legislation for president obama as the senate returns right now we see 
the ambulance leaving the capitol right now we know at the time at the convention when he left the hospital 
room to come medical team came with him his own medical team i don't know if they were in washington for 
this occasion as well we also know that senator robert byrd was conscious when he was taken from the room 
two of the longest-serving senators in the united states robert byrd 50 years the longest-serving senator in 
the united states ted kennedy 46 years they have been friends a long long time indeed it was a very moving 
speech he was in tears when senator byrd from west virginia first took the senate floor after we'd learned of 


kennedy's a brain tumor and and simply said i love you teddy um it's a very close bond between the two of 
them but the concern right now is obviously greatly for senator kennedy the the demeanor of the president 
when he talked about teddy to use his word was obviously very sober we don't know his condition yet but 
there's obviously great concern about it cokie roberts who has covered the hill for years and years and years 
and knows its ways very well it's a sobering moment coke oh and it's just it's just so sad really because here 
teddy kennedy as you've said was so enthusiastic for barack obama this was a 
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enthusiastic for barack obama this was a moment for him uh what he went through to get to that convention i 
actually talked to some of that team that you were referring to and you know he was on oxygen right up until 
the time that he walked out onto the podium and spoke and then went back in and then put the oxygen back 
on but down in the elevator back to the hospital this this was just a culmination of so much of his life's work 
but he was looking forward as you say there is a moment of silence going on inside the luncheon just a 
moment of silent prayer with us into the future bless us by shaping a changing world into a more stable one 
where all peoples and all nations will live in peace there was i'm sorry we just missed it was a little bit of a 
moment of silence there i don't know if it was for senator kennedy or not but this is the benediction of the 
luncheon and all in public service may each day be filled with peace and satisfaction because they are about 
building your reign here on earth this we pray today tomorrow and forever amen ladies and gentlemen 
please remain seated as president obama and vice president biden exit national statuary hall the moment of 
silence we understand was for senator kennedy and cokey i'm sorry we had to interrupt you there because of 
that the prayer that was offered for the senator um [Music] you were just saying i apologize but the uh um but 
this he was in addition to having this great moment of of the past coming together in this in this inauguration 
he he is has been 
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in this inauguration he he is has been very much looking forward to the future and uh and feeling like he was 
back here with a mission and um so i i think that all of us are hoping he'll be able to fulfill that mission yeah 
all right thanks coach and it's worth saying he was so vibrant and funny whatever he had been battling in 
terms of his health in recent days and weeks he's been every inch ted kennedy but we want to underline we 
don't know his condition he was taken out of the luncheon with a seizure as jonathan carl reported from the 
capitol the seizure was still going on as he was taken out of the statuary hall and taken down to the medical 
office that's on the first floor of the capitol we saw he was put in an ambulance and taken away we'd as i say 
we just don't know what his condition is but obviously the concern of everybody in that room is for him and as 
you heard him allude to president obama left the room when they took kennedy out of the room and was with 
him and the medical staff and then he came back into the luncheon and he looked stricken when he spoke to 
the room there's no question about that he loved teddy kennedy he owed him a lot but he also just loved him 
as a person was one of his mentors in the senate when barack obama was first elected uh back in 2004 he 
made it a point to basically learn at the feet of teddy kennedy about how the senate worked and they grew 
very very close and there is senator kerry and of course theresa hines cary again they were at the table 
when senator kennedy was stricken with the seizure it does give a different timber to the emotion in the room 
they talk about community they talk about caring about each other they talk about joining together in the 
great work of the nation but when something happens to ted kennedy they talk about the senate as a club 
they do but you could see that every 
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they do but you could see that every word being said landed with even a different heart in that room the new 
president then goes out to the motorcade he'll be heading up pennsylvania avenue heading up to the white 
house the luncheon having concluded as george mentioned earlier rahm emanuel there that you see in the 
center of the screen there's former president clinton but some of the white house staff heads right for the 
white house to get to work because there's sort of a power vacuum there when the old staff is left and the 


new staff needs to come in some of them will be doing that the senators as we mentioned earlier will be 
going into session fairly soon to confirm some of the nominations made by barack obama to his cabinet uh 
hillary clinton there you see his secretary of state designee nominee uh will not be confirmed today because 
of one objection from a senator from texas and senator cornyn so that will be held over perhaps no more for 
a day or two uh i know one of the nominations that was due to be voted on today was janet napolitano the 
governor of arizona who will be the new uh secretary for homeland security and we understand five or six 
others will also be voted on today we can go now bob hear me recording with me right now uh john john carl 
is right now with senator cornyn you may have heard john there saying can we go now do you have senator 
cornyn with you john go ahead uh yes i do charlie senator can you tell us what happened in the launch with 
senator kennedy uh i don't know i heard he was taken out ill and of course we all said a prayer for him in our 
own way and hope hope that he's healthy and well but i don't really know specifically what happened other 
than he was taken out by medics and did this cause some commotion obviously as soon as it happened 
what was the immediate reason more than more uh 
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immediate reason more than more uh concern for his well-being and and his family and uh obviously he's 
been ill he's been a courageous uh fighter as he always has been his entire career and he's been fighting 
this cancer in the same way but i really don't have any specific information but our thoughts and prayers 
certainly go with him and his family and you're a staunch conservative what does senator kennedy mean to 
this institution what does he mean to the united states senate well sometimes people ask me who i admire 
the most in the senate and they're surprised to find out that one of those people is teddy kennedy somebody 
who i do not agree with about much from a philosophical or an ideological point of view but he he's been in 
the senate more than 40 years he's always comes prepared he's passionate about what he does and he 
certainly has been a force in the senate so uh we all wish him wish him the best all right john carl thanks very 
much for senator cornyn of texas there and we've got some pictures here's jimmy carter leaving the luncheon 
with mrs carter but we've got some and i guess they get some swag at the luncheon which i see in the but 
these are some pictures uh just taken outside the capitol a few moments ago as uh senator kennedy's 
gurney or stretcher was being put on the ambulance the dc ambulance that there took him off to a hospital 
we do not know which hospital to which he was taken but this is just the pictures as he was being loaded in 
and once again we know he's on medication to control seizures as we said earlier that it is part of the 
consequence of having had this brain tumor we know his family is there with him not just vicki and his own 
children but of course maria shriver is there with arnold schwarzenegger we saw him earlier caroline 
kennedy schlossberg is there with her husband her family as well all right we're going to go back to jonathan 
carl who's got to senator news rockefeller and hatch from west virginia and utah there in the capitol go ahead 
john okay charlie 
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charlie senator hatch can you tell us what happened with senator kennedy in the lunch well i i i'm not a 
doctor so i really don't want to characterize it but he really had did have what appeared to be a seizure and 
and i went down along with senators dodd and carrie and and uh we we helped we walked right alongside 
until he got in the ambulance to go to the hospital but he had he had done quite well he was starting to do 
okay by the time he was wheeled into the ambulance but it was a matter of great concern to us what was he 
conscious at that moment when yeah he was and he was speaking well i'd rather not characterize it all i can 
say is i'm not a doctor and all i can say is that he's in all of our prayers and and i know from knowing you for 
many years that there are few senate friendships closer than yours and senator kennedy we're very close 
we're very close we fight each other all the time but we when we get together people tend to get out of the 
way and everybody and i have such admiration for him as a strong fighter as a person of great dimension 
and really somebody who stands up for what he believes very much so we've developed a very close 
friendship over the years i'm close to the whole family and what were you saying to him as you were helping 
bring him down to that ambulance just hang in there teddy you're going to be all right and we're praying for 
you and he knows all those things are important a word on what senator kennedy means i mean one of the 


most emotional days i've seen here was the day he came back yeah i personally wished he hadn't come 
today but you know he's a person who really does love history and love the history of this place and he he is 
always there at the funerals always there things that matter he's always there at major events and he 
wouldn't have missed this for the world this is this is as you can see by this 
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this is this is as you can see by this response out there is one of the most important days in the history of this 
country to be able to basically in one fell swoop get rid of much of the racist past in this country is something 
really we ought to all be very pleased with and i think that's one reason why senator kennedy was here he's 
fought very hard for civil rights his whole lifetime and i can say we're friends and i'm praying for him senator 
hatch thank you take care we'll pull in for him all right john thanks very much and as you were talking we saw 
pictures uh of the stretcher being put on the ambulance and you could see senator hatch right there standing 
next to the door having come down and it's encouraging he didn't want to characterize what he was saying 
and or the condition that he was in but he did say he was conscious that is at least a glimmer of goodness 
see from the picture i don't think he can put it back up that is he went up there senator dodd who's senator 
kennedy's best friend and son is clearly talking to him uh on the way out and then he almost it was almost 
joking with him as he went back into the ambulance it looked like they were bantering back and forth and 
john you also see senator kerry there outside the ambulance senator kerry who was at his table as was vice 
president mondale and i understand john you're with the former vice president yes charlie i'm with vice 
president mondale who of course was at the table with senator kennedy can you tell us what happened well 
he seemed to be going to kind of a seizure or something but i'm told just told by somebody he's doing much 
better now but he obviously was having a great difficulty there for a brief period and we were seated next to 
him joan and i were there and what did you i'm sure you were talking to him we were having a nice we were 
talking for 20 minutes telling old war stories and so on he was keeping us all laughing and then he sort of 
went into this problem i don't Know what it is but i heard as i said i heard good news that 
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i heard as i said i heard good news that afterwards he's improved that's good what how quickly was he taken 
out i would say about five minutes they saw and they came and got him right away just if i can just get your 
thoughts on senator katie i know you know i don't i don't like to talk about it his dear old friend wonderful 
person i think everybody was shocked and troubled by it and i just hope and pray that he's going to be all 
right and i'm encouraged by the news i just heard well thank you for bringing us that encouraging news mr 
vice president thank you thank you all right charlie all right thanks john walter mondale who was of course 
jimmy carter's vice president uh ran for the presidency in 1984 himself from the state of minnesota and was 
defeated by ronald reagan in his re-election bid walter mondale who himself then later ran for the senate was 
defeated in minnesota but one of uh one of the old hands of washington and one of the people who i think is 
most popular in the city walter mondale who graced the city for so long and we have one other word senator 
kerry just left the lunch he as we pointed out had walked to the ambulance with kennedy they talked briefly 
so kennedy was conscious and senator kerry said he thought teddy kennedy was just tired when you're in 
those in that medical condition and you have a long day like this and you're out in the podium for some time 
it has obviously it's wearing upon you and in the cold yes but at least encouraging that he's conscious and it's 
both a senator's hatch and former vice president mondale said he was in better condition as he left 
remember him at the convention i just remember how he rouses himself and he said at the end i feel change 
in the air what about you he is not going to miss this day we're going to take a commercial break we'll be 
back

abc stations once again live from the museum in washington d.c charles gibson diane sawyer and george 
stephanopoulos [Music] the east front of the capitol the new president and mrs obama about to emerge 


they'll review the troops that are arrayed there on the east front of the capitol then get in the limousine head 
up pennsylvania avenue and the parade will follow just so they're running about 45 50 minutes behind 
behind schedule obviously the concern about senator kennedy has slowed things down and also the 
luncheon took longer than they expected when you think about it they've had a very long day already i'm 
sure i'm sure they're not feeling it but they left what 8 30 quarter of nine this morning they went to church 
they have continued straight through the coffee at the white house and then of course right up to the capitol 
for the inauguration and there is a military cordon lining the sides of the steps there the center steps of the 
capitol on the east front all of the services represented george we have a few more details about senator 
kennedy yes our reporter zach wolf spoke to senator kerry up on capitol hill who said that he senator kerry 
and vicki kennedy were holding senator kerry during his convulsions senator kennedy kennedy during his 
convulsions at the table but to reiterate senator kerry said later that he believed that senator kennedy was 
fine just tired 
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[Applause] [Music] this on the east front of the capitol which has been transformed in recent years there was 
a time not too many years ago when you could drive under the east front and park and those who would 
senior positions in the congress would do so but for the last few years the entire east front and the grounds 
in front of it have been torn up as the capital visitors center was built tens of thousands of square feet of 
space and now if you come to visit the capitol you come in underground there in the capital visitor center 
quite impressive also quite expensive uh much more than they'd anticipated it was going to cost this 
construction of the visitor center but it is now open and operating and if you come to washington and visit the 
capitol as you should that's where you will come in so as president and mrs obama and the vice president 
review the troops were joined here at our perch at the museum overlooking pennsylvania avenue by the 
reverend jesse jackson who was with us and uh we saw tears in your eyes on the night of the election any 
more today well the day i i was about to cry but they froze so my heart blood instead of crying but you know 
that night was such a joyous occasion the draw of the moment was to think of people in kenya haiti the 
aborigines poor people around the world just hoping would it happen and it was happening and then that was 
the same grant park that we were tear gassed in 40 years ago protesting the war and to think about the 
journey to get to that night and 
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to get to that night and and where people were it was a bit overwhelming but i remind people quickly with all 
of the joy today and this kind of boundless joy today that was a big engagement part and today was a big 
wedding and now the marriage begins and it's a challenging marriage we get to think through rather quickly 
the transition from all the joy to the marriage is on the way now but there is a honeymoon well we hope it's 
long enough to allow his vision to get in place because uh those will make the i think the string a bit too tight 
on him we he reminded us that we have protracted the economic crisis and war is uh is really spreading like 
an epidemic so he's going to need some time but he has such a a bank of trust at this point and you can use 
that trust to convene almost anyone he wants to help here at home that the good will as well as these 
intractable crisis it seems abroad it was so much a speech about we have work to do and we'll do it together 
we'll achieve it together were you surprised it wasn't more celebratory [Music] well i think that president 
preparing us for the a kind of sober celebration we lost three million jobs last year we have 12 million people 
unemployed even his approach is talking about three million jobs is 12 million unemployed and that does not 
encounter underemployed uh there's attention in the middle east and gaza but more lines have been lost in 
san barbara loss in in gaza and then there's iran in the pakistan india crisis and so with some rather deep 
protracted crisis here and it will take the reservoir trust that he has established to begin to regain foster moral 
authority to address these issues and get our lives to trust us again reverend jackson you you marched and 
worked with dr king you ran for president twice what do you think changed in the country that made the 
election of an african-american possible this year will men and white americans change 
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will men and white americans change those who once blocked school doors are now recruiting black and 
white students to sit together bruce who wants to know us the right to vote and now voting with us and 
benefiting from our votes president barack ran the last lap of a 54-year race and a magnificent leg iran but 
the 54 decision fundamentally changed the direction of law in our country now that that decision um came 
the 55 boycott testing that law another king emerged out of that the 64 public accommodations bill and then 
the right to vote and in that 54-year period where more of us are living together and playing ball together 
doing super bowls together running olympus together we're learning to live together and we see the logical 
conclusion of that today climax then and president barack obama being inaugurated so many people looking 
at your face whose face were you looking at up on the stands anybody you were studying to see what was in 
their eyes well i was trying to see the president i could only see him when he stood up today but i must say i 
was thinking very much about them the models who paid the big price to get us here today i wish dr king just 
peeled in for 30 seconds um looking at his face really even those young kids from the goodman cheney uh 
medgars i mean we prayed a big price uh facing terrorism in our own country to get to this day thanks be to 
god we've overcome that uh one way to describe this george in august 2055 mtl lynch kind of state- 
sanctioned murder august 28 6-3 on the march on washington august 20 2008 president barack speaking in 
denver colorado one sees the country evolving and when the super bowl comes the columnist versus 
pittsburgh it'll be uniform calling not skin color we're growing beyond that crisis but then the impact of jobs 
clothes jobs leaving plants closing and drugs and guns coming is a deep-seated economic crisis here it's 
deeper than just some more jobs 
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it's deeper than just some more jobs i would hope for example when he does the stimulus package that with 
so many kids dropping out of school if if students got the same deal that banks are getting one percent 
money it could keep a lot of kids in school save a lot of schools a lot of families i mean we'll minimalist i 
mean something that goes to the roots not just to the leaves so he's have these kind of challenges in the 
marriage i think they're very important you cite many of the signal moments in the civil rights movement and 
one of the things that's sobering is how recent is that history but one wonders as one looks at this is this an 
aberration an individual man or is this a fundamental moment seminal moment in racial relations in this 
country it's a similar moment you know we want to talk about post-racial we're not post-racial that's not the 
american dream the dream is a purpose you know the minute we become one is to be multi-racial not multi- 
racist but more people are affirming race and not negating and not using a race as a tool to oppress we're 
seeing as the beauty of what makes us who we are a multicultural society so it is a similar moment i think 
that there will be some challenges there are lawsuits now attempting to remove section 5 from the voting 
rights act that would be a real threat political progress there are lawsuits challenging affirmative action for 
women and people of color because of fear so there there's work to be done but president barack obama the 
good thing about him some people the more you see of them the less you want to see of them he started 
from zero and the more people saw him the more they embraced him so his capacity to use that bullet pull 
pit in some ways much the way the reagan used his authority to do so i would think he's going to the better 
climate in our country but i'm submit to you while the moral authority is there that some economic recovery 
early on is going to be important because people are really are hurting we've been looking at usa one the 
license plate on the rear end of the presidential limousine 
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limousine and that limousine as it went to the capitol from the white house moved at a pretty good clip but it's 
about two miles an hour two and a half miles an hour roughly that they proceed back up pennsylvania 
avenue and the throngs that have gathered for the inaugural parade will be able to get a chance to wave and 
salute the president and uh and then we expect at some point he may get out of the car and walk a little bit 
that's been in recent history something that a number of presidents have done so perhaps that will happen 
today that's a little different than that right the car used to drive around hyde park that's a real difference his 
first car was an old datsun that he uh that he uh uh courted michelle in and he said you could see the the 
road down through the bottom of the car that was that was dawson one now i was thinking of you today uh 


during the benediction uh reverend lowry did some of his benediction in the rhyme and i thought why isn't 
robert jackson up there what about tradition he i was preparing for him to do a kind of uh climax and stem- 
winding he didn't let us down well it was quite a moment and i appreciate you coming in and joining us 
thanks very well thank you this is you know for some people this moment you know represents esteem 
others it represents uh i'm convinced redemption we feel we've crossed a certain rubicon in the race many 
white people feel better about themselves and america many blacks feel reached out to maybe for the first 
time and so now black whites and brown maybe can move more definitively from racial battleground to 
economic common ground where we're really hurting tomorrow higher ground and perhaps president barack 
is just to conduit to help us make that transition i'm curious you ran as george mentioned twice for president 
and you had some success when you did so but in your heart of hearts did you ever 
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but in your heart of hearts did you ever think you would see this day in your lifetime well i did think it it was 
just a matter of time didn't know who didn't know when but it was clear you know the first time we ran was 
like experimenting being on that stage people saw it and we can remove certain fears and by 88 we we did 
win michigan we did we're in vermont we began we got 1230 delegates with 17 million dollars we we went to 
new york in the lead so things were beginning to happen at that time but not to the conclusion that it is 
reached today but it was a part of a process from the voting rights act to testing its limits to today and when i 
looked at president barack in mississippi campaigning and white sporting for president barack and 
mississippi and men voting for hillary clinton in mississippi it was clear they had become the conduits to 
which a new transformation was taking place right before our eyes americans are feeling when Isu plays 
miss in losing uh alabama it's about you know gold and purple and not and red and white not black and white 
that just to see these big ball games these big bowl games so we're caught up in region not in race in reason 
not in fear the the athletic arena has played a big role in shaping a new kind of cultural daily dynamic of 
choosing coaches managers ball players just says joel lewis and jackie roberts and those guys for the big 
role even today's athletics charlie it's a big factor in how we become more acculturated but as somebody 
said to me the other day it is extraordinary that the the african-american hero today is not wearing a uniform 
and he's not holding a microphone he is taking the oath of office as president of the states that's a big dream 
for america and for which we should all be proud and feel better about ourselves and our nation i just wish 
again the mothers people like dr king make everest they're just peeping on it because these 
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they're just peeping on it because these are seats that they sowed and now they're bearing fruit and we all 
feel redeemed and revived for it all there were a million people testament more than a million people on the 
mall testament to exactly that they have a political hero maybe not since canada we had the kind of political 
charismatic hero i mean he played that opening reagan in another kind of way but president barack obama 
drew a bigger crowd a bigger similar event a more diverse crowd and they kind of knew america i was not 
longer in france and britain and people around that part of the world who i think had heard a trust deficit with 
president bush i'm not willing to trust him to work with him on the iraq iran afghanistan question right now his 
greatest strength is he has this um surplus of trust and if he uses that capital wisely and well early on we're 
going to see some changes i think in the short order jesse jackson yep sure you wouldn't no you were going 
to thank you too i was going to thank you and i was going to say looking up of course this talk about arcs of 
history this is a ceremony the parade that harkens back to george washington going to new york from mount 
vernon with the militias accompanying him we'll give you a map here of the route that uh the motorcade will 
follow leaving the capitol the east front of the capitol they go over and up constitution avenue and constitution 
takes a slight jog then heads up pennsylvania avenue at lightning warp speed there as you can see turns left 
briefly then on to 15th street back onto pennsylvania avenue which jogs there just in front of the treasury 
building george washington wasn't in that cadillac though no he wasn't no he wasn't he was in new york uh 
taking the oath of office there jesse jackson thanks again appreciate it all the best 
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there is a press truck that precedes the president's limousine and that camera that you're looking at there is 
on that press truck martha raddatz has reported in that she has a source saying that senator edward 
kennedy is stable because of his brain cancer and treatment quote these things happen but that he is stable 
and in good shape looking behind us here charlie we can see the front edge of the procession coming chris 
dodd also who walked out to the ambulance with senator kennedy says he's fine he was talking all the way 
out to the ambulance he is just exhausted that information obviously the same as we heard from senator 
kerry that just the activities of the day and the stress of the day the length of the day the cold of the day that 
tired him out and brought about this seizure but yeah we've got a nice vantage point here as the vanguard of 
this of this procession heads up pennsylvania avenue turning now the first police motorcycles have just 
turned on to pennsylvania i'm always impressed that the police can go that slowly on those motorcycles that 
are so big [Music] again the parade is expected to take what two hours oh it'll be longer it will be no matter 
how much the president's played for short of parades i remember eisenhower saying those last two 
elephants didn't cross the finish line until so late in the eyes now parade the mormon tabernacle choir was 
the last thing and it was in deep darkness that the choir finally got to the presidential reviewing stand and 
while the president is heading up to the white house the senate is getting to work they're about to confirm six 
of his cabinet appointees stephen chu 
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of his cabinet appointees stephen chu and energy arne duncan head education jen and apollo the secretary 
of homeland security peter orzag at the office of management and budget senator salazar for interior 
secretary general shinseki for veterans and former governor vilsack at agriculture all will be confirmed very 
shortly i'm actually struck they have shut down pennsylvania avenue to the crowds because the crowds had 
swelled so but there's not it's seven or eight deep here along pennsylvania avenue police lining literally every 
foot of the foot of the of the street here wonder if the cold and the lateness of the day didn't have something 
to do with this because it was more crowded earlier i believe they have more than a hundred events in this 
procession which tops the last record which was in the 90s jake tapper who was up on the podium uh at the 
capitol is now on that press truck that is proceeding um the president's limousine and uh jake i i hope we can 
you can hear us and i suspect we can hear you [Applause] are you talking to me charlie i am jake you're on 
okay i'm sorry i'm happy to a fb problems you can see right now that the the motorcade has actually begun 
it's pulled out from uh from the capitol and we're uh we're driving here up constitution uh some of the big 
senate buildings are behind us and people have been standing out here it's it's mind-numbingly cold a couple 
dozen of motorcycles were lined up and the and the officers the capitol hill police were just sitting there 
waiting for this moment to arrive uh it finally did it's a very you know these are subtle things people are trying 
to set up these contrasts between traditionalist activists you don't have to be behind policy to have an 
influence on the presidency and you know that's an important uh i i just have to throw this in you know the 
historian uh impulse it's exactly a hundred years ago 
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ago this inaugural that mrs taft actually became the first first lady to join her husband down pennsylvania 
avenue and she was a supporter of suffrage she actually although people remember her from the cherry 
blossoms she was the first first lady who sponsored federal legislation health and safety uh in the federal 
workplace and so there was an interest in the community of washington the workers the people the everyday 
people who work for the federal government and and i think you're going to see that sort of fusion of what we 
think of as traditionalist activists in michelle obama and sally to go back to you and this moment you have 
seen so many presidential couples make this walk just look at this one for us what detail strikes you well i i 
get the sense first of all that they're more youthful than most of the first uh the president first lady that we've 
seen but i agree with carl that i think that one of the things that michelle obama does is she's an incredibly 
regal authoritative and very confident person and people keep saying where does he get his confidence and 
clearly he is a very confident person but so is she and i i think that it takes an incredibly confident woman to 
say i'm going to be the mom in chief because here's someone who's a harvard law school graduate and a 
very successful professional woman and yet she can say you know my family is my priority right now i'm 


going to take time to make sure that they get settled before i do what it is that i and she will do something 
extraordinary there's no question about it she's got the platform and she obviously has the ambition and the 
will to do that but i think we have an expression in our family if mama ain't happy ain't nobody happy 
[Laughter] michelle obama i think is going to is be she's going to be the rock she's going to be the one who's 
happy keeping the children happy that'll keep him happy and i think that's going to make him a much better 
president and i don't 
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him a much better president and i don't think it diminishes her at all i know a lot of the feminists have said 
you know this is ridiculous she shouldn't be mom and chief that diminishes women but it doesn't it makes 
women stronger and only a really strong and confident woman can do what she has said she's going to do 
all right sally quinn thanks very much and carl anthony kate snow is in the stand just across from the 
presidential reviewing stand and kate geographically sort of bring me up to dates what happened the the 
president walked past the reviewing stand and up past the old executive office building and it looks like he 
got back in the car and they're going up 17th street away from uh away from where the reviewing state is 
that's right that's right charlie because what they'll do now is they'll loop around and essentially go into the 
white house grounds to their new home we understand they may go into the white house for a spell to warm 
up for a couple of minutes and then they'll come in the back side of the reviewing stand which is what i'm 
facing now right here on pennsylvania avenue this is this grand structure that they erect here where the 
families will sit it's enclosed in glass the main part of it is and that's for security purposes i can tell you though 
that a lot of the family members are already here if you can look at a picture right now you can see the family 
of joe biden on the right side of the box there tons of kids all of his grandchildren are here his sister his 
brother are here and the grandkids and we've been joking but it almost looks like a daycare over there 
charlie with so many young faces pressed up against the glass over to the left i don't know if you can see 
right now but there is marion robinson the mother of michelle and her brother craig robinson is sitting to her 
left and also alma obama is standing she's the woman taking pictures right now she's wearing a red scarf 
she has come all the way from kenya she is the half sister of president obama in fact three members of uh 
his family from kenya flew all the way in from kenya and right now walking right in front of the reviewing stand 
if we have that shot is joe biden and jill biden waving at their family 
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jill biden waving at their family i suspect they'll head up into the reviewing stand and i would suspect also that 
president and mrs obama ought to make their stop in the white house rather brief because the parade is 
already going by us here at the museum and it will be up in the vicinity of the white house very quickly and 
this parade will get underway for the record first leg of their walk eight minutes second leg seven minutes in 
28 degree temperature though it feels like 16 with a wind chill something we'll probably have to memorize as 
we study notes for the next inauguration let's see now obama was out eight minutes first time in seven 
minutes second time okay that compares with there'll be a quiz there will be a quiz indeed but all this stuff 
gets recorded and it goes down into the sort of trivia and history of of inaugurations and our viewing stand 
gets more and more elaborate by the way every every four years there they are going into their new house 
[Applause] and as we've mentioned a number of times just in the hours between about a little before 11 
o'clock eastern time just about four or five hours ago they left the white house to head down to the capitol 
then president bush and president-elect obama he president obama returns five hours later and all of his 
furniture is moved in there's new paint on the walls it's all ready for the new first family the girls clothes are in 
their closets the pictures are on the bureaus [Applause] joe biden jill biden and the two biden sons we'll take 
a commercial break we'll come back stay with us this abc news special is brought to you by university of

20th 2009 abc news invites you to the inauguration of barack obama the 44th president of the united states 
of america now reporting live from the museum on pennsylvania avenue in washington d.c charles gibson 
diane sawyer and george stephanopoulos mark keyso open keith and we welcome you back there you're 
looking at the memorial bridge over toward the arlington cemetery the lincoln memorial and just on the other 
side of that the parade proceeding now up pennsylvania avenue barack obama the new president and his 
wife have gone into the white house temporarily and they're going to come out and there you see the 
vanguard of the parade just getting to the presidential reviewing stand and we're going to be taking you right 
through the parade which is starting about an hour later than they expected it to but nothing quite runs on 
time during inaugural days and uh this parade is very complete six different uh divisions of this parade led by 
each of the military services the army the navy the marines the air force the coast guard and the merchant 
marine not a military service perhaps but each one of those units will lead various parts of the parade and 
there are so many bands that wanted to be in the parade so many high school kids and college kids as you 
walked around town uh carrying in some cases carrying their tubas or their clarinets or whatever as they 
walked around town but it is a very very colorful parade that we're going to see 
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that we're going to see and as we've heard members of the president's family from kenya have come all this 
way to be part of the ceremonies we also have the biden clan already in position and we expect the 
president and mrs obama to come out soon after they've had a little bit of a chance to warm up and do they 
deserve it after this long day barbara walters is standing by barbara i know that you have witnessed the 
same we're looking at mrs obama's brother there and we're we're i know you've witnessed the scene so 
many times tell us your thoughts well first of all i've i've enjoyed so much watching both of you i mean it so 
much of the inauguration events are similar but of course it depends on who the president is and each one 
has its own uniqueness the last time i must say of the only time that i spoke recently to barack obama he 
said he thought he might be an architect diane he said he'd like building things he thought he might be a 
basketball player he thought he might be a judge but he was too restless to sit in the bench he said one thing 
i know i didn't expect was that i was going to be president of the united states mrs obama said by the way 
the kids are going to have to make their own beds but what struck me charlie when i thought about past 
inaugurations is how there was only one president who left happy you know which one that was well i would 
suspect you're going to say ronald reagan yes absolutely i mean richard nixon resigned left in disgrace 
gerald ford hardened nixon the pardon had an adverse effect and he said but i decided regardless of the 
potential consequences i would do it he also had a wife we found out of course later who was ill who whose 
legacy is the betty ford center but she was drinking ben she was on pills it was an unhappy family jimmy 
carter the hostages of the iranian hostages were still being kept hot hostage and blue knowledge who was 
then 
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hostage and blue knowledge who was then president of abc and i went i don't know why but we did we went 
to see jimmy carter in his last days and he looked very small sitting in the oval office he had hurt his arm his 
arm was in his sling and do you remember that he was being made fun of for something called the killer 
rabbit sure yeah you know and it was a very sad jimmy carter ronald reagan yes left happy but there are 
some people who felt maybe the all sign business was beginning george bush i did the last interview with 
him before he left some people thought he was ill he kept talking about the vision thing and couldn't seem to 
get a handle i didn't think he was ill because i did the interview there was some feeling that maybe he wasn't 
as well bill clinton of course monica lewinsky left in disgrace and george w bush i sat down with him just in 
texas at that ranch just before uh he was going to go to washington to be inaugurated and he said i 
understand the trust that people have put in me and i won't let them down but it's an interesting point you 
raise barbara about the presidents and the attitude with which they leave washington and i i bring george in 
on this and maybe richard norton smith our presidential historian who's with us i think it's got to be frustrating 
for presidents in in that they they have so much on their minds the things they weren't able to achieve uh 


george bush for instance came right out of his second election and he tried to get uh reform for social 
security and immigration and and and he said a couple of times maybe i should have led with immigration 
maybe i could have done something on immigration but because i went with social security and that failed 
then when i got to immigration that wasn't going to work either and i suspect bill clinton led uh given the 
preoccupation he had with what barbara was talking about at the end uh with with impeachment and all that 
he must have left frustrated so many things i could have done wanted to do couldn't do the big the big 
projects he wanted to work on in that second term 
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work on in that second term were something now that barack obama is going to have to work on entitlement 
reform social security and medicare reform even though he did leave office with a huge surplus his white 
house was not able to make the progress on those issues in the final couple of years that they'd hoped for 
and barbara it's often of course the work of the memoir well you know the three of the first ladies rosalind 
carter nancy reagan and barbara bush wrote their memoirs and they were rather bitter books accusatory 
books but all of their books did better in terms of sales and the husband's book books and now we hear that 
laura bush has been offered not a huge amount of money but some amount of money for her memoir and 
the reason it was said is that it's not going to be a bigger amount of money was that she was going to be very 
discreet in what she has said so it may be a safer book but it may not it may not sell you'll have to remind me 
of any memoir by a president libertarian smith let me go to you is there any memoir that's been written by a 
president that really leveled with people and told them exactly all the frustrations and all the i mean is there 
anybody who's written a memoir that's that just that really just lays it all out there well there's u.s grants but of 
course he didn't write about the presidency uh it's still regarded as the best book ever written by a president 
yes harry truman's is i think as you would expect from mr truman uh pretty candid perhaps ironically richard 
nixon's uh memoir was uh surprisingly well reviewed when it appeared perhaps because people had such 
low expectations but you are right is a genre the presidential memoirs are they usually suffer from 
presidentitis as if every word is supposed to be inscribed in granite somewhere and they they die of 
discretion well i have a bunch of them in my bookshelf and they're each one of them is a pretty tough slog 
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each one of them is a pretty tough slog i've tried actually bill clinton's memoir is uh the first part the part 
where he writes about his life before he got into the white house child written yes that's right piece of work 
and then once he moves to the white house it becomes a little bit more prosaic i guess president bush is 
saying he's not going to write a traditional memoir his father did his father wrote a joint book with his national 
security advisor brent scrollcroft where they looked at seminal decisions in the presidency according to 
president bush's aides he's going to do something similar look at moments of crisis moment of decisions in 
his presidency and try to explain how those decisions were made but george to come back to the clinton 
memoir and and no aspersions here but it was over a thousand pages wasn't it long book yeah it was it was 
long um and that's a tough go to to uh to be a bestseller and to be read yeah yeah you know actually now it 
comes to me the most unorthodox in effect presidential memoir and uh and one of the most entertaining after 
the first president bush as george indicated decided he didn't want to write a traditional white house memoir 
he'd write he would focus on foreign policy his great interest then however he published a book of letters his 
letters personal correspondence and it opened a window on a side of uh george bush that i think people 
never saw and they found it to be absolutely charming and of course ronald reagan we also read in his his 
letters just a few years ago he'd kept up a correspondence for decades this is punahou this is the school in 
hawaii the private school that barack obama attended for six i think it was fifth grade through twelfth he was 
there eight years i guess he was at punahou where he was a basketball star well we always start they won 
the state championship in his senior year but he was not a starter although he likes to say that imade a 
difference in a couple of those games but mostly i was cheering on the first string but his coach also said he 
had real talent and everybody knew he had real talent he had just been with a group of kids who had 
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just been with a group of kids who had been there longer and done it more by the time we got there matt 
dowd are you still there i'm right here as now former president bush is about an hour away from landing in 
texas as i understand it tell me what you've learned from presidential memoirs anything you didn't know i 
don't think you ever really learned much in from the memoirs i don't i think richard smith is right i think that 
president bush's letters gave us an insight i think ronald reagan when he revealed some of his notes and 
things we got an insight but their memoirs and and most of those official books that they do that aren't 
personal i don't think we ever really learned the sort of backstory of like why what happened here what 
happened there and uh so i don't think they add much uh to what we already know about the presidency 
we're looking i think at 15th street where the parade is now proceeding about to turn up pennsylvania avenue 
toward the white house and kate snow you're there in the stand looking over i i don't think president obama's 
come down yet has he no he's not come down yet charlie here he comes and if the first yes we see um vice 
president biden headed toward i guess the reviewing stand but i don't see the president and i and i worry if 
some of the first units of the parade gone by the reviewing stand the parade will come by the reviewing stand 
but it's not here yet and interestingly charlie the stands that are near us here where the public had filled the 
stands have emptied people have gone home and i think it's because it is so cold out here i know we've said 
it again and again but i think people have just gotten tired of waiting but you know what finally dr jill biden is 
the first person up there walking actually showing how cold it is she's going to shoot her shoulders detention 
we should remind everyone in addition to the parade which will go on a couple of hours there are 10 balls 
tonight and we expect the president of mrs obama to dance at each one of them

to dance at each one of them and a huge number of people who is waiting to applaud them waiting to hear

for his inauguration [Music] some applause for the bidens as they come into the review exam there you can 
see across the street where all the presses kate snow and the rest of the press is arrayed looking back into 
the into the reviewing stand here comes the president okay and the kids [Music] and you're right she's still 
making bitter cold but she's still she's obama yeah she's really got chicago blood in her she is used to the 
gold and she handles it well i'm hoping for their sake it's warm inside that tent do you know kate is it highly 
heated in there because we see some coats on people and we're told actually i guess kate's out of earshot 
for the moment but we're also told that there were a couple of heaters there under the podium when he gave 
the when he gave his inaugural address he was warm everybody else out in the crowd may have been called 
he was being warned they don't help so 
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he was being warned they don't help so much though with this temperature but i'm sure he didn't feel it and 
didn't need them in that moment there's a father who raised two young daughters i love the coats on the kids 
i was just kind of adorable sasha must have had so much fun picking out that outfit and i love the blue coat 
on malia they look great [Music] and she makes that pink and orange work very well together now you're the 
i'm in trouble now when i'm on fashion i'm the fashion man you've seen me in the morning can you put pink 
and orange together she's done it very nicely certainly can she looks great and there's a bounce to her walk 
that is just sort of an associate's degree both of them malia has such lovely grace and you can see her 
watching everything nothing is lost on her [Music] uh [Music] [Applause] [Music] [Applause] i want to remind 
everybody that tonight of course we have full coverage starting at eight o'clock the neighborhood ball abc will 
be carrying that exclusively and once again robin roberts has the first interview with the president and mrs 
obama will take place at that ball and then afterwards we'll continue with our coverage for an hour special 
indeed and we're going to have the whole parade here although many stations will be cutting away to do 
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many stations will be cutting away to do local news we'll give them a chance to do that in just a few moments 
overall here goes the first elements of the parade by overall 102 elements in this parade 13 000 people 
participating in this parade this is a dream for so many kids and so many bands and so many so many 
people who just want to come and be part of the inaugural parade and part of the festivities and they were 
lined up for some period of time outside waiting for this parade to begin i want to know how the people who 
play the horns get their lips puckered when they've been standing out there this long well if you remember 
when ronald reagan's second inaugural was moved indoors the parade was cancelled and the concern was 
that uh that the instruments could stick to the lips of uh of the people who are participating there have been 
several uh inaugurals where things got really cold one of my favorite story is u.s grant uh in his second 
inaugural one of the features of the ball that night was going to be a bunch of live canaries that were going to 
be released they all froze not a nice scene yes the food for the ball was frosted over it had ice crystals 
[Music] the first elements of the parade are from the army the us army field band and there's a contingent of 
cadets from the us military academy the long gray line [Music] one of the interesting parts of the us military 
academy people who marched this parade that i thought dwight eisenhower actually marched in the parade 
for woodrow wilson major right uh i don't know that 
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major right uh i don't know that you may be right that's a piece of trivia i don't know anyway we are going to 
take a break here so that uh stations uh if they want to cut away to do local news we're just going to pause 
for a second if they want to cut away and do local news they can do so and we'll continue with our coverage 
of the parade in just a moment there barack obama's saluting that first unit going by [Music] okay [Music] this 
is the united states field army band and there are the cadets from the u.s military academy in their distinctive 
gray uniform was that the first commander-in-chief salute we've seen he did one on the walk from the white 
house over to the parade [Music] soldiers coming by from the black art company 1st battalion 504 parachute 
infantry regiment 82nd airborne a lot of these guys going by now are rock veterans many of them involved in 
heavy fighting in iraq left [Music] 
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[Music] mrs obama as we know has said that military families are going to be her priority [Music] also coming 
by in the vanguard in the army units the u.s army color guard the district columbia army national guard 
marching unit but then comes first civilian group the punahou [Music] school junior rotc and behind that will 
be the school's marching band a thumbs up from the alumnus the most famous alumnus and i'll betcha is a 
good sports fan george he knows how the punahou school basketball team is doing this year i'm sure that's 
true [Music] he's written in his book that playing basketball after school helped save him because of course 
his mother was away so much at the time he was living with his grandparents knowing that there was a place 
he could go every day after school with about three or four of his classmates and play ball stabilized his life 
in some undefined way now these kids from punahou are not used to this kind of cold weather and so they 
trained for this at hawaii's only ice skating rink so the marchers could get used to the coal they worked out on 
the ice skating rink so that they would be used to the kind of temperatures that they were going to face on 
inauguration day [Music] i'm told very reliably by the way that sasha just gave the punahou marching band a 
hang loose sign you know waving two fingers on the hand there and it's great that uh the people who are 
watching are keeping 
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the people who are watching are keeping in touch with us today a musician has called in to tell us that band 
members can keep their lips from sticking to horns by wearing plastic mouth guards i didn't know that but 
then i'd never played a trumpet so i i'll take him with his word now that was barack obama's high school 
behind them i don't know if they can see him yet is the whitney young magnet high school navy junior rotc 
and michelle obama is a 1981 graduate of that school and this is a drill and drum corps from des moines 


iowa the ice cicerets [Music] they participated in several events in iowa with obama during the campaign 
[Applause] i've got dancing dancing in the reviewing stand well this is the whitney young high school group 
i'm getting ahead of myself there really now that's the isis rep i wasn't ahead of myself it was the wrong lower 
third [Applause] [Music] jesse white tumbling team coming up here jesse white's the secretary of state in 
illinois but this is a group that he founded in 1959 [Applause] to be on this tumbling team you've got to abide 
by some pretty strict rules from various schools in chicago [Music] 
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[Music] take it easy and this is my favorite this is the florida a m marching 100 band they are great [Music] 
third appearance in an inaugural parade that's how great they are 414 members and boy can they get you 
going people told they're going to play sign seal delivered which of course is one of the anthems of this 
campaign [Music] they also have rattlesnakes running down the seams of their trousers on the backs of the 
uniform down the front of the cover i see them on the stache they work so hard they train so long [Music] the 
hours that have gone into each of these performances is really a wondrous thing yeah [Music] behind them 
54 participants from the crow nation of montana saw them when they went by here on horseback i think all in 
all there are 11 native american tribes [Applause] [Music] most of the members of course have been riding 
horses since they were three in the crow nation as you go on with coverage of the parade i'm going to step 
out for just a second go get do a little preparation for world news coming up i'll be back with you all right 
george and i will carry on here [Music] 
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[Music] as charlie said it means so much to each one of these groups and the president's face is not letting 
them down for each one he's got a new smile and a new wave i'm not sure i think she's sensing how long a 
hundred units is going to be here she's got that scavenger hunt to look forward to that's right and again 
they've already been inside you know looking around the white house we were talking to lucy baines johnson 
earlier but the marvels for them of being in a house where they have secret rooms little staircases they can 
take up stairs to their bedroom they've got a chance to decorate their rooms or they will and of course they 
came to washington early the president came to washington early because they started school back at the 
beginning of january and i spoke with the president about how they were doing he said nothing has phased 
them at all they just moved seamlessly into life in washington and he hasn't noticed a thing in their behavior 
or in their lives it is anything but happiness right now once again looking at the crow nation of montana the 
oldest member of the writers is 78 years old [Applause] and again they've been waiting out here we have 
seen them they assembled long ago right around the corner from us horses in tow [Applause] the men are 
wearing eagle feather war bonnets and the women wear elk teeth dresses [Music] that's dunbar senior high 
school from washington dc they're called the crimson tide marching band [Music] this was the first public high 
school for african americans in the united 
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for african americans in the united states it honors of course the poet paul lawrence dunbar who's an african 
american [Music] showing their style on pennsylvania avenue they've won over 100 awards in fact they won 
the top honors for drumline and drum majors at the gator bowl just this year i'm looking outside because our 
windows are shielded a bit from the sun but i don't think there is any sun anymore it's getting dark [Music] 
and the first float will go to the state of honor we're going to see the illinois state float coming up here shortly 
[Music] there it is you can just see it that green truck moving along celebrating abraham lincoln sears tower is 
also represented on board and that's the chicago white sox mascot southpaw [Music] yeah i was going to 
say the seal of the president the united states on the front of the float again as a place of honor we were 
saying earlier that was president eisenhower tried mightily mightily to get everyone to to foreshorten the 
parade 
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foreshorten the parade get everything started earlier he even left the presidential lunch after about five 
minutes of 15 hoping that he can race to the parade get it over earlier it was not to be because again every 
single group here is invested in it as we said earlier thousands of people wanted to be part of this parade i 
think in total they had 1382 requests to march and this is the first appearance in the inaugural parade for the 
steppers marching band from brooklyn new york overall some 13 000 people are going to be marching this 
parade small city [Music] you know the interesting thing about being in the white house george i know you 
remember this is you can hear pretty much everything that goes on on pennsylvania avenue oh yeah don't 
be hearing this i'm thinking of the white house staff in there trying to get on their computers trying to find 
things in the in the drawers getting the notes left behind with the previous chat they can hear these drums 
they can hear this music and gen duck reported from robert gives his first briefing in the white house press 
briefing room it was very short only about four minutes long and as he walked back to his office to get 
prepared he locked the press door behind him carl anthony are you still there yes i am so we think this is the 
longest parade so far do you think we're right uh you know what it was worse than the in the good old days 
uh benjamin harrison's i think it went on for six and a half hours well into the dark um so you know the i have 
to say you know a little touch of 
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i have to say you know a little touch of uh the nostalgia the the parades in the 50s and 60s right post-war 
parades there was some really fun goofy stuff i think trtuman's had bathing beauties a mule drawn you know 
wagon for to represent missouri there were dogs doing tricks in the street there were clowns um and then 
when strom thurman passed by the dixiecrat uh the actress uh tallulah bankhead who was good friends with 
the truman's gave him the bronx cheer from the uh from the uh stands uh and cracked up mrs truman who 
usually kept their dignity so you know some of those uh the the old parades uh were a little goofier um and 
went on a little bit longer uh but they were they were quite fun very reflective of the period we just heard 76 
trombones from the colts drum and bugle core of dubuque iowa [Music] here it is again i'm told by our 
observant team here by the way that mrs obama put those hand warmers those little hand warmers that you 
scrunch up and they make heat inside her gloves we know how she feels so it can't be too warm inside that 
stuff i think she handed a couple to sasha as well [Music] that's desiree rogers the new white house social 
secretary talking to mrs [Music] obama we know that the president has a full schedule tomorrow of meetings 
he'll be a work from the full day of work as you say on the economy on national security calling in 
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economy on national security calling in his commanders to talk about iraq and give them the order to have all 
troops withdrawn within 16 months also expected to sign a series of executive orders over the course of this 
week and probably employ appoint new envoys to afghanistan and pakistan that's likely to be richard 
holbrooke the former ambassador dennis ross former middle east negotiator will be the president's envoy to 
iran and again marion robinson who's going to be moving in she is michelle obama's mother and she's going 
to be staying there to help with the transition help with the girls and richard norton smith i don't know if you're 
still with us but um she'll be living the way she said she's not sure for how long but that is not all that unusual 
to have extended family members live in the white house no that's true although as you as you know georgia 
have been problems with some extended family members who think of lyndon johnson's brother sam who 
was basically imprisoned in the white house so that uh he wouldn't get out and meet the press um and only 
slightly happier was uh harry truman's domestic situation because his mother-in-law kept talking about that 
nice mr dewey and how much he would enjoy living in the white house after he won the election in 1948. yes 
richard didn't she say she knew dozens of people better qualified than her son-in-law to be president she did 
she also didn't think much of abraham lincoln she was an unreconstructed confederate probably a good thing 
that she didn't have access to the press any more than see amelie johnson but we know how the president 
feels about his mother-in-law you could see it that election night when they were holding hands on the sofa 
she's been so concerned for him for the daughters and i remember craig robinson and michelle obama's 
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robinson and michelle obama's brothers saying you know we didn't need peer pressure we basically had 
marian robinson pressure and that's pretty much all you need growing up in our family she was a 
disciplinarian she was the one who made sure the books were there the homework was done she was a 
believer that education would change your life this is the u.s marine corps staff element founded in 1775 the 
continental congress called for the formation of two battalions of marines capable of serving to advantage by 
sea when required and the u.s marine band is the president's own they made their debut in 1801 for 
president thomas jefferson he's the one who dumped them the president's own they also accompany 
president lincoln by the way to gettysburg when he gave his address and that mrs kennedy's request led the 
funeral the session for president secretary of veterans affairs [Music] this is company b from the marine 
barracks in southeast washington [Music] uh delaware at last for joe biden volunteer firemen's association 
showing up 
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up there are over 800 000 volunteer firefighters in the u.s [Music] and vice president biden is the president 
emeritus of the delaware volunteer fireman's association giving them a salute [Music] we have the blue hand 
marching band coming along for him as well it's been great to be able to give props to your to your own 
college to your high school all of which of course made you who you [Applause] are [Music] the bikers have 
said they're going to be spending a lot of time still in delaware of course they do have the vice presidential 
residence the naval observatory no longer the daily commute but the vice president told me that he hopes to 
be able to go back most weekends to delaware one of the benefits he says of moving to washington full-time 
he gets to be closer to his grandkids who live uh basically just around the corner from the vice president's 
house and his son bo who came home from iraq for this event is going to be going back has to go back yeah 
he's in the he's in the army reserve and he's going to serve for another year [Music] we want to take you 
back for a moment because we do have a new statement now on senator edward kennedy and it is it is from 
the chairman of neurosurgery at washington hospital center and here is the latest senator edward 
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and here is the latest senator edward kennedy it says experienced a seizure today while attending a 
luncheon for president barack obama in the u.s capitol after testing we believe the incident was brought on 
by simple fatigue senator kennedy is awake talking with family and friends and feeling well he will remain at 
the washington hospital center overnight for observation and will be released in the morning that is good 
news that is such good news a lot of hearts stopped at that moment at the luncheon and i think you could 
see the difference in the president's face after he got the news that it appeared to be all right yeah when he 
came out of the car for the first time on the parade route and had that big smile it was a very different man 
from the one who gave the toast at the lunch [Music] version there is the president i believe that is conrading 
i think that is his brother-in-law married to maya and he is a film student scholar you know they are sucha 
family of professors in all directions [Applause] yes so hey live i believe is her name of course they came all 
the way from hawaii his his sister is teaching there you know this is a president who gets up so early and 
works out so early he's planning on putting a there's a 
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he's planning on putting a there's a hoops right there there are hoops outside but he's planning on trying to 
put an indoor car he's going to put a basketball court where the white house bowling alley is now he's a 
much better basketball player than bowler [Music] as you sound as we all found out yes uh sahala's had 
enough too that was just the delaware state float we saw for a second as well it's a replica of the preamble of 
the constitution [Music] yes the bowling alley in the white house was put there by harry truman and of course 
there there's the pool which is partially solar heated horseshoes we put there by 41. former president bush 
41. cutting green still a putting green there's there still is a putting green right behind the oval office i don't 
know who put it in first i know that dwight eisenhower put the first little golf course out at camp david [Music] 
there's the president's sister maya sotero there were tears streaming down her face today on the stand many 


faces but hers to be sure i remember her saying how much her mother loved her brother and how much her 
mother taught them to look at the stars literally waking them up at night to take them out and say let's just 
look at the stars together and you know he wrote that he got his confidence from his father and he was my 
father but i spoke with him about a year ago about his mother's right around mother's day and he said it's 
from his mother that he got his sense of empathy and a sense of of really making sure you understand how 
much your words and actions can hurt others these have been the delaware units going by this is the dupont 
high school tiger marching band 
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marching band so you get some enthusiasm there from the vice president and after this diane comes a unit 
that's going to be uh very important to us who will work with robin roberts because these are some of the 
tuskegee airmen coming through [Music] robin's father having been a tuskegee [Music] airman [Music] 
pointed out this morning they fought for a country it would not serve them yes and one of them i still 
encounter as one of them i saw quoted now saying our mission is accomplished they established [Applause] 
so emphatically the ability of african americans to fight in the u.s military such accomplished pilots as i say 
one of them said [Music] today our mission is accomplished behind them is the delaware state university 
marching band [Music] should mention that members of the tuskegee airmen marched in president truman's 
inaugural parade in 1949. [Music] 
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[Music] and while all this is going on over the other side of the white house still the moving trucks there 
obama possessions coming in [Music] for the white house while they're out on the reviewing stand for the 
parade [Music] and these are some special olympians timothy schreiber the chairman of the special olympics 
this is a cause so dear to the heart of the shrivers and there were 52 participants there from the special 
olympics and behind that a marching band from sanford maine just south of portland we know what it takes 
for these bands to raise the money to come here of course this one traveling 525 miles to be here for this 
moment on this day that's right there's no hotel rooms available very close to washington because of the 
number of people who wanted to attend and so as diane mentioned they had to stay quite some way out of 
town we're going to take a commercial break we'll come back with the coverage of the inaugural parade stay 
with us this abc news special is brought to you by university of phoenix live coverage of inauguration 2009.
